ciers in the country, died at 6:30 this 
evening at his home, 965 Fifth avenue. 

Mr. Schiff had been in ill health for 
six months. Dr. Leo Kessel and Dr. 
| Charles, G. Taylor said death was due 
to arterio-sclerosis and aortitis uraemia. 
| At his bedside were Mrs. Schiff and 
their children, Mortimer L. Schiff and 
Mrs. Felix M. Warburg. 

Sought Health in Mountains. | 

Until six months ago, when he suf- 
fered a slight attack of heart trouble, 
Mr. Schiff enjoyed fine health. At the 
beginning of August he went to the 
White mountains to escape the strain 
of business. His condition improved 
considerably and he returned early in| 
| September to his summier home at 
| Seabright, N. J. Se 

On Thersday last he returned to his 
city home, where he‘ complained of 
pain and Mrs. Schiff called Drs. Kessel 
and Taylor.. That night Mr. Schiff 
suffered severe pain from his heart 
affection, but toward morning he 
lapsed into -semi-consciousness. He 
remained in this state until the erid. 


NOTED BANKER’S CAREER. 

Jacob Henry Schiff was born in 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, on 
Jan. 10, 1847. Coming to America at 
18, he worked so hard that long before 
he was 50 he was known throughout 
the world as one of the greatest finan- 
ciers and philanthropists. 

With the training he had acquired in 
the Frankfort schools, Mr. Schiff be- 
came a bank clerk upon his arrival. in 
this country. Tiring of the routine, 
he became a junior member in the new 
brokerage firm of Dodge, Schiff & Co., 
and there laid the cornerstone of his 
career as a financier. Dissatisfied with 
his meager education, he returned to 
Europe to study financial methods. 

Upon his return in 1875 he married 
Theresa Loeb, daughter of Solomon 
Loeb, head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. Mr. 
Loeb took him into the firm. He made 
swift progress and was made head of 
the firm in 1885. The firm expanded 
its business so that it became known 
all over the world. 

Figured in Big Deals. 

Hardly a great financial transaction 
or merger in that period of American 
financial history, that saw the swift 
rise of so many leaders and the re- 
juvenation of so many great corpora- 
tions and railway systems, failed to 
make some prominent mention of Mr. 
Schiff. 

As his interest in philanthropy in- 
creased his work as a finnacier grad- 
ually was overshadowed. The story 
was told of him that when Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. were frantically’ seeking him 
during the height of the Northern Pa- 
cific panic,-they finally located him at 
a meeting of the staff of Montefiore 
home and his message then was:
